A NEW RANGE FINDER. 


Wonderfal Resalts Expected from an Aus- 
t(riatan’s Invention. 


An invention which promises to be 
of very great military value has been 
perfected by A. U. Alcock of the Aus- 
tralian Electric Lighting Company, in 
Sydney, N.S.W. It is an ingenious con- 
trivance, worked by electric currents, 
for finding the position of vessels in the 
vicinity of a fort.

There 
is another system known as Fiske, but 
this, besides being limited in range of 
operation, is cumbrous and slow in ap- 
plication. The new invention, as far as 
its application bas been illustrated, a 
smail ecale model is controlled sv easily 
and ewiftly, and is worked wiih such 
exactness, that its adoption wouid ren- 
der the position of any vessel in hostile 
| Waters one of exceptional danger. A 
{ number of military men, on invitation 
| of the inventor, were treated toa prac- 
| Licai Ulustration of its working recent- 
ily in Sydney. One man, in a pertectly 
| Se-ure pos. lion on shore, can sit or stand

{ In truth, there is some need to bave the 
; name of Qoplady recalled to us, for, 
| although every body knows his tamous 
hymn, the nian himself is ali but far- 
gotten. Yet Toplady was a notable 


character in the theological circles of | 


his time. Toplady was the son of a Ma- 
jor in the army, and was born in 1740, 
re Farnham, in Surrey. His father was 
| killed at the siege of Carthagena, be- 
| fore the bey was a year old, and the 
| future preacher was thus left solely to 
the care of his widowed mother—a sis- 
ones by the way, of Rev. Mr. Bate, the 


rector of St. Paul’s, Deptford. Like 
Charlies Wesley, he was a pupil at West- 
minster schoo!, from which he passed 
in due time to Trinity College, Dublin, 
his mother having removed to Ireland. 
According to Toplady’s own account, his 
| conversion was brought about when he 
was.only 16, by hearing a workingman 


| preacher named Morris in a barn at a} 


place called Codymain. He died of con- 
sumption in 1778.

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GARE OF FLAT-IRONS 

Judging from the usual <aitenticn 
Given [lat-irons most houses ives ic not 
<koaow that good care will keep them in 
verfect condition for years. ‘ihe ftlat- 
‘Tons are kept standing on the stove, 
trom one week’s end to anothsr this 
practice is certain to ruin the temper 
of the iron. Very. ofier they Pivome 
vovered with grease from frying of 
cooking and are not washed afterwards. 
Find some place for them and keep 
them there wien not in use. if many 
starched ciothes are ironed every week 
it may be nevessury to wash the irons 
weekly in strong soapsuds in which a 
little ammonia has been mixed. Then 
Set the irons on the stove to dry after 
wiping them well first. Sand or emery 
paper is good for cleaning irons; 8 
handful of course tabie salt spread on 
a cloth for rubbing the iron over is 
also used. It removes the starch and 
leaves the iron smocth. 

Never put irons to heat on astove 
which has not been previously wiped 
clean, and do not allow them to get 
too hot. If too hot to use it isa a bad 
practice to plunge them into cold wa- 
ter as it spoils them. Set them on end 
at the back of the stove and allow them 
to gradually cool. To avoid having the 
iron stick to starched clothes have it 
perfectly clean, then rub it over wax, 
and then wipe thoroughly on aclith 
and then wipe thoroughly on aclotk 
before using. Some housewives cook & 
bit of white wax in the starch. This 
prevents much annoyance from the 
irons sticking.

There is some little re 
duction in the price, and thep when 
sap w fresh it is so soft that muck 
is wasted. When asaaap is brougls 
home allibe wrappers should be remov- 
ed that it may dry out amd become 
hard as possible.

pect—from the Klondyke and Koote- 
nay and the Lake of the Woods. 


BUSINESS IS BUSINESS.

The general good health of Canadian 
cattle, the purity of the water supply, 
the luxuriance and fine quality of the 
herbage and fodders, and the cleanly 
habits of the people are all advantages 
on the side of Canada which count for 
a great deal. While I saw the best 
quality of fresh flavored butter selling 
at from S84 to 88 percwt., I saw what 
was called creamery butter from the 
United States, slightly off in flavor 
and soft in body, selling at from 60 
percwt.

The men, who are members of the ten 
trades unions comprising the Amalga- 
mated Soviety of Engineers, made a de- 
mand in April which was to be enforce- 
ed by a strike in the London district. 
In anticipation of this the London em- 
ployers joined the already existing Em- 
ployers’ Asso ‘ation. which replied by 
the discharge of & per cent. of the 
workmen in the chief engineering cen- 
tres, in order to embarrass the unions 
and put an intoerable strain’ upon 
their funds 

The unions have replied by calling 
oul the other 75 per cent, of the men 
and issuing stringent directions to 
their pickets to keep within the law. 
Both the strike and jock-out are spread- 
ing thmaughout the country and will 
probably become general. 

‘The eight-hour-day battle does not 
mean what the average man thinks. 
The men do not assert the right to 
work eight heurs a day only or forty- 
eight hours a week. What they claim 
is that al! tirne over forty-eight hours 
a week shou!ld be paid for at the extra 
rates which belong to overtime The 
men have a strike fund of $1,750,000. 

The emplovers declare that they must 
win this fight or surrender their busi- 
ness tv foreign competition. The strug- 
gle is likely to be long and desperate 
and as shipbuilding in all its branches 
will be campletely paralyzed foreign 
yards will probably be among those to 
profit.

|} Qucer Beverages ef the Inhabitants of the 
Celestial Khing-ioma, 


There gre no drunkards in China, 
neither is there an excise law. And 
yet it is as easy to get intoxicated 
in China as elsewhere, and perhaps 
easier, for drinks are cheaper. Wine of 
all kinds has been known and drunk, 
in the celestial kingdom since the days 

|of the Chau dynasty, some 2,000 years 
| B.C. Everybody drank the fermented 
grape juice in those days, and a gold 
_cure establishment would have coined 
/ Money had it existed. , 

+ Things went from bad to worse, until! 
{one of the emperors of the Chau dy- 
; pasty went upon a protracted spree. 
; When he began to “see things” he stop- 
| ped short, and reformed, and demandet 
, information om the part of all his sub- 
| jects. He decreed the instant destruc- 
ition of all wine cellars, distilleries and 
' saloons. Since then wine made of the 
| grape has heen unfashionable in China, 
and scarcely any is made there or 
used. 

Sherry, port and whiskey have be-ome 
rather popular {n China during the last 
half century, but they comsider it as 
food, and only taken at and with meals, 
Among the native beverages is shoa- 
shing, a palish brown mixture, the 

_taste of Which suggests ripe hickory 
nuts. It is served at ali state banquets 
and also at private dinners. When 
, cold it is cloudy ; when warm it grows 
clear, emitting a peculiarly pleasant 
odor. : 

* What shoa-shing is tothe upper class- 
les, sam-ehui is to the masses. It is 
i}made from rice, and is its triple dis- 
tillate. Old sam-shui is very expen- 
sive and tastes like old sherry 

Koa-l ng is made from Mongolian mi!- 
let, and bears a family resemblance to 

' rye whiskey. It is drunk only in north- 
/ern China, but it hasa large use in the 
making of liqueurs. Of these latter, 
| unk-ka-peh or wo-shia-pi is the best 
known. It is thick, oily and yellow, 
,;and is a cross between yellow Char- 
| treuse and bengfictine. Its taste is 
sweetish and aromatic, and it has a 
great reputation as an apyetizer. Other 
liqueurs made from koa-ling are moo- 
qua, made of koa-ling and melen; meu- 
kwai-loo, ying-toa, and hundreds of 
other drinks. : 
+ Then there is fun-hin, or raw aico- 
(bol, used fer medicine ——— Fer- 
mented fruit juices, and flower wine, 
made by steeping petals of leaves, are 
also common beverages. Geranium 
wine is a horrible concoction. while bay 
leaf wine {is the eqivalent of the bay 
rum used by our barbers. Ail told,
